Memoirs  Of  Alumnus 

Memoirs  of  the  Alumni  Association  were 
written  by  the  Rev.  James  Fitzgerald,  ’14, 
pastor  at  Remington,  Ind.,  while  he  was  asso¬ 
ciation  historian  in  the  closing  years  of  the 
Roarin’  Twenties. 

The  Memoirs  are  dedicated  “To  one  whose 
life  has  greatly  influenced  by  word  and  deed 
the  lives  of  the  alumni  these  Memoirs  are 
J  dedicated  to  the  Rev.  August  Seifert,  C.PP.S., 
j  long  time  the  president  of  St.  Joseph’s  Col- 
i  lege.”

Here  is  a  quotation  from  the  Foreword: 
j  “As  to  the  form,  matter,  and  make-up  of  the 
Memoirs,  an  effort  was  attempted  to  make 
|  them  as  complete  as  feasible.  The  purpose 
!  was  to  make  them  of  interest  to  all  elements 
of  the  Association.  Life  of  the  Association 
was  arbitrarily  divided  into  three  epochs: 
’ancient’,  extending  from  the  beginning  to 
1903;  ‘medieval’,  covering  years  1903-1912; 
‘modern’,  embracing  years  from  1913  to  the 
present.” 

The  following  are  a  few  paragraphs  from 
Father  Fitzgerald’s  work: 

William  Brinkman,  ’92-’96,  is  a  living  veri¬ 
fication  of  the  adage  that  “knocks  in  youth 
make  for  success  in  old  age.”  He  bore  the 
brunt  of  many  a  fellow  man’s  intrigue  in  his 
student  days;  he  is  now  the  auditor  who 
counts  his  former  fellow  student’s  income 
taxes  for  Uncle  Sam  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
(The  current  alumni  directory  credits  Alum¬ 
nus  Brinkman  with  a  Washington  address, 
but  it  does  not  say  whether  or  not  he  is  still 
an  auditor). 

Edward  Koenig,  ’92-’96,  was  mascot  for  al¬ 
most  everything  on  the  campus  in  his  student 
days.  He  was  small  in  stature,  ubiquitous  in 
his  activities,  and  big  in  his  studies. 

Ahern,  ’91-’92,  with  his  white  waist  front 
splattered  with  ink,  was  a  laughable  sight, 
when  urged  by  fellow  students,  in  an  effort 
to  avert  more  serious  consequences,  he  re¬ 
ported  to  Father  Augustine  that:  “W’e  has  a 
foight.”

Bob  Hess, 
welterweight  from  Piqua,  was  awarded  a  de¬ 
cision.  For  the  Uhlans.  Fritz  Mueller,  light 
heavy,  and  Willie  Hirsch,  lightweight,  won  on 
decisions.  Jack  Miller,  former  professional 
lightweight,  has  been  engaged  as  a  part  time 
coach  for  the  Pumas.  St.  Joe  will  fight  at 
Valparaiso,  Feb.  21,  and  at  Culver,  March  8. 

OUR  HIGH  SCHOOL  basketball  team  will 
enter  the  Indiana  Catholic  High  School  Tour¬ 
nament  to  be  held  at  Fort  Wayne,  Feb  21, 
22,  23. 

THE  LAST  HOME  GAME  of  the  season 
will  be  played  Feb.  13,  against  Central 
Normal. 

THE  BASKETBALL  SEASON  will  close 
with  a  game  at  Valparaiso,  March  6. 

EIGHTEEN  POINTS  is  the  margin  held  by 
Neal  Mosser,  St.  Joe  forward,  in  the  state 
scoring  race.  The  former  captain  of  St.  Bene¬ 
dict’s  high,  Cambridge,  O.,  set  a  new  all  time 
scoring  record  in  the  history  of  Indiana 
basketball  by  amassing  300  points  last  sea¬ 
son.  He  has  233  points  for  the  first  15  games 
this  year,  an  average  of  better  than  15  points 
a  game.  If  he  holds  the  pace  he  has  set  for 
himself,  he  will  break  his  own  record  during 
the  remaining  six  games. 


George  Eder,  ’93-’95,  from  Hammond,  and 
one  other  fortunate  fellow  student  seem  to 
have  secured  permission  from  the  faculty,  via 
parental  permission,  to  refrain  from  military 
maneuvers.  George  says  that  one  of  the 
greatest  thrills  of  his  days  at  St.  Joseph’s  was 
to  be  able  to  sit  on  the  fence  and  laugh  when 
troops  paraded  up  and  down  in  laborious 
strides. 

Military  affairs  went  so  far  as  to  almost 
exhaust  the  ingenuity  of  some  of  the  more 
enterprising  students.  The  old  veterans  from 
Rensselaer  got  man  thrills  out  of  the  bom¬ 
bardment  of  the  fort,  especially  when  Eberle 
pulled  over  the  saw-off  turrents  as  a  climax. 
It  was  an  improvised  but  ingenious  gun  that 
was  mounted  on  two  wagon  wheels.  It  had 
enough  power  to  startle  a  horse,  half  mile 
away,  as  the  window  weight  ploughed  through 
the  pasture  turf.  :
